Mr.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1961. 

The  vital  statistics  of  the  area  compare  very  favourably  with  those 
for  England  and  Males,  and  do  not  call  for  any  special  comment. 

Infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year  were  dominated  by  an 
epidemic  of  measles  - 357  cases  being  notified.  The  County  Councils* 
Association  and  the  Rural  District  Councils'  A-ssociation  tried  un- 
successfully to  persuade  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  discontinue  the 
practice  of  making  measles  a notifiable  disease.  For  reasons  which  I 
and  many  other  medical  officeis  of  health  do  not  accept,  the  Ministry 
intend  to  retain  this  childhood  illness  on  the  list  of  notifiable 
diseases.  RTien  money  is  needed  for  man^^'  essential  purposes,  it  seems 
strange  that  the  community  should  be  prepared  to  spend  well  over 
£100,000  for  information  which  apart  from  statistical  use  serves  no 
useful  purpose.  49  other  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified, 

34  of  vfhich  were  whooping  cough. 

Details  contained  in  this  report  show  the  excellent  progress 
being  made  in  the  provision  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  schemes 
throughout  the  district = "Tithin  the  next  year  or  two,  the  bulk  of  the 
problem  win  have  been  solved  leaving  the  smaller  villages  and  the 
more  scattered  communities  to  be  dealt  with  in  future  years. 

The  position  regarding  housing  is  much  less  satisfactory. 

Although  260  units  of  accommodation  were  provided  in  the  Rural  District 
during  the  year,  excluding  the  23  built  by  the  Council,  very  few  were 
available  for  letcing  and  tended  to  be  occupied  by  people  moving  into 
the  district  from  outside.  This  large  amount  of  building  did  not 
substantially  .reduce  the  housing  shortage  which  exists  in  the  area. 

The  time  is  fast  approaching  when  a further  survey  of  the  unfit 
houses  in  the  district  will  be  required  to  assess  more  accurately 
the  magnitude  of  the  problem  that  still  remains.  The  last  survey 
dates  back  to  1955  ^ud  since  that  time  a considerable  number  of  houses 
have  become  unfit  that  for  various  reasons  were  excluded  from  the 
figures  obtained  at  that  time. 

Slowly  and  steadily  the  improvement  in  the  standards  of  .food 
hygiene  continues.  Some  of  this  improvement  is  due  to  the  increasing 
use  of  modern  equipment  and  some  of  it  to  better  awareness  on  the  part 
of  food  handlers  of  the  problems  involved.  I still  believe  that  the 
general  public  could  do  a tremendous  amount  to  raise  the  existing 
standards  by  refusing  to  tolerate  any  insanitary  methods  of  food 
handling . 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Members  of  the  Council  for  the  help  and  support  I received  from  them 
during  the  year.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to  Mr .Kent  and  his  staff  for 
their  valuable  assistance,  and  to  the  other  officials  of  the  Council 
for  their  courtesy  and  co-operation.

a In  order  to  compare  death  rates  and  birth  rates  in  different  parts 
of  the  country,  the  Registrar-General  supplies  comparability  factors 
for  every  district,  so  as  to  adjust  for  irregularities  regarding  age 
and  sex  in  the  local  population.  -Applying  a comparability  factor  of 
1.05  to  the  crude  birth  rate  of  14.3,  the  adjusted  rate  becomes  l5.0 
which  is  still  considerably  below  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  at 
17.4.  Similarly  a comparability  factor  of  0.71  applied  to  the  death 
rate  makes  the  adjusted  rate  11.9.  This  is  slightly  less  than  the 
rate  of  12,0  for  England  and  Wales,

The  population  shows  an  increase  of  1,240  over  the  figure  of 
21,630  for  i960.  This  very  substantial  increase  of  population  is 
probably  due  to  an  adjustment  in  the  estimated  figure  following  the 
1961  census.

M ATERI-I AL  M ORT ALI TY 

No  case  of  maternal  mortality  was  recorded  in  the  Chailey  Rural 
District  during  196I,  The  last  case  of  maternal  mortality  in  the 
District  occurred  in  1949,  since  when  3,183  births  have  taken  place. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY 

Five  infant  deaths  occurred  during  1961.  This  gives  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  15*3.  However,  in  small  popuALations  too  much  importance 
should  not  be  attached  to  these  figures  since  a difference  of  one  or  two 
deaths  mades  a very  large  variation  in  the  rate  per  1,000, 

BIRTH  RATE 

The  crude  birth  rate  for  1961  was  14.3  per  1,000  population. 

This  is  above  the  yearly  average  for  the  district  and  represents  327 
live  births.  Applying  the  area  comparability  factor  of  1.05,  the 
adjusted  rate  becomes  15*0,  which  is  lower  than  the  rate  for  England 
and  A’aios  at  17.4.

Public  Health  Facilities  of  the  Local  A.uthority 

During  the  period  under  review  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the 
Rural  District  of  Chailey  also  acted  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
the  Borough  of  Le^-^es  and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Newhaven  and  Seaford. 

One  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  three  Public  Health  Inspectors 
carried  out  duties  in  the  Rural  District  during  the  year. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

These  ore  provided  at  the  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton. 
Ambulance 

This  service  is  supplied  by  the  East  Sussex  County  Council,  which 
arranges  for  the  three  ambulances  and  one  dual  purpose  sitting  vehicle 
stationed  at  Lewes  to  be  available  for  the  transfer  of  cases  into 
hospital  from  this  area,  inth  the  following  exceptions.  Cases  from 
Ditchling  and  Uivelsfield  are  transported  by  the  service  stationed  at 
Playi/jards  Heath,  and  those  from  South  Heighton,  Peacehaven,  Tarring 
Neville,  Pidc'inghoe  and  Telscombe,  by  the  service  stationed  at  Not  .''haven. 

With  the  exception  of  the  area  served  by  the  ambulance  at  NeT\rhaven 
both  infectious  and  non-infectious  cases  are  conveyed  in  the  same 
ambulances  and  arrangements  are  in  being  for  the  disinfection  of 
ambulances,  bedding,  clothing,  etc.,  after  use  for  the  transport  of  an 
infectious  case.  The  Ner.rhaven  ambulance,  however,  is  not  available  for 
the  transport  of  infectious  d'  sease  cases,  but  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Amb'ulonce  Scheme,  ambulances  from  adjacent  ambulance  stations  can  be 
called  upon,  if  requiiod,  for  the  conve^^-ance  of  such  cases.  Generally, 
arrangements  are  made  for  any  further  calls  received  when  all  the 
ambulances  of  a particular  station  are  out  on  duty  to  be  dealt  with  by 
another  station  in  the  County  Coimcil's  area. 

The  East  Sussex  County  Council ’ provides  facilities  for  the  transport 
of  tuberculo.us  patients. 

Nursing  in  'bhe  Home 

As  in  previous  years,  'the  East  Sussex  County  Council,  as  empoirered 
by  Section  25  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  has  arranged  for 
this  service  to  be  provided  by  the  Bast  Sussex  Coun'ty  Nursing  Association 
through  the  District  Nursing  Associations. 

Hospitals 

Although  there  are  no  hospital  facilities  in  the  ares  of  the 
Chailey  Rural  District,  hospital  and  specialist  services  are  provided 
by  hospitals  within  the  areas  of  adjacent  districts.  These  services 
ere  provided  in  Eastbourne  by  the  Eastbourne  Hospital  Management 
Committee  and  in  Brighton,  Lewes  and  Newhaven  by  the  Brighton  and 
Le''''es  Hospital  Management  Committee.  Both  these  Management  Committees 
are  in  the  area  of  the  South  Eastern  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital 
Boa  rd ,

Pumping  Station  from  which  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  amount 
of  vrater  extracted  recently.  This  must  be  a constant  source  of  concern 
by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  cesspool  serving  a small  number  of 
properties  requires  emptying  at  frequent  intervals.  The  suggestion 
made  by  this  Council  that  the  sewer  should  be  extended  with  the  co- 
operation of  the  Seaford  U.D.C.  has  mode  no  progress  during  the  year.

The  work  on  the  Phase  I of  the  scheme  progressed  slowly  through- 
out the  year,  weather  conditions  making  progress  difficult.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  Phase  I will  be  in  operation  early  in  1962  and  that  in 
the  same  year  work  on  the  Phase  II  will  be  commenced , 

Pea  cehaven 

Work  on  sewer  extensions  continued  in  close  co-operation  with 
the  County  Council  to  dovetail  with  their  Authority’s  Private  Street 
Works  Act  programme.

The  rebuilding  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  was  completed  during 
the  year.  The  se't^er  was  extended  to  receive  the  sewage  from  North 
Chailey  and  from  both  the  Boys'  and  Girls’  Heritage,  four  pumping 
stations  being  necessary  over  this  length  of  sewer.  The  new  Works 
came  into  operation  during  the  year  and  the  three  hospitals  of  the 
Heritage  Group  have  been  duly  connected,  resulting  in  the  dismantling 
of  the  throe  separate  Disposal  Works  which  have  been  the  cause  of  much 
concern  over  the  past  years.

16/24  cu.yd,  Conpressnoro  vehicle  making  a total  of  five  vehicles  now 
in  daily  use.  Fortnightly  kerbside  collection  is  the  general  practice 
vrith  the  exception  of  the  urban  area  of  Peacehaven  and  Telscombe  where 
back  door  collection  is  made.

This  special  service  is  much  appreciated  in  the  area  and  has  resulted 
in  a very  much  tidier  and  more  wholesome  district.

The  number  of  dustbins  on  hire  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  1466  as 
compared  with  1357  st  the  end  of  the  previous  year, 

CESSPOOL  MPTYING 

In  spite  of  a groat  number  of  connections  to  sewers  referred  to 
earlier  there  ''^as  again  an  increase  in  the  demand  for  the  emptying  of 
cesspools.  Five  cesspool  emptiers  are  operating  daily  for  this  service 
The  charges  made  for  this  service  are  approximately  32^  of  the  fuJLl 
operating  costs,  the  remaining  68^  being  a rate-borne  charge.  The 
income  from  these  charges  for -(he  year  amounted  to  £3j221  representing 
8,633  loads  taken  from  4,328  cesspools,  a slight  increase  on  the 
previous  year.

During  the  year  49  new  Grants  were  approved 
and  vrork  of  iniprovenent  to  6l  properties  was  completed  in  the  calendar 
year.  Man5^  of  these  Grants  ore  given  in  respect  of  old  and  worn  out 
properties  which  receive  a new  lease  of  life  as  a result  of  this 
excellent  fomn  of  house  rejuvenation.  The  standard  of  housing  in  the 
district  is  advancing  noticeably  and  the  demand  for  bathrooms  and  hot 
water  systems  is  now  an  accepted  commonplace  in  the  district.

In  i960  the  tctal  of  notifications  received  was  70.  The  increase 
to  406  this  year  was  entirely  due  to  the  rise  in  measles  notifications 
from  18  to  357.  Since  measles  epidemics  tend  to  occur  biennially,  this 
rise  was  quits  expected  and  next  year  will  probably  see  a figure 
approximating  to  that  for  i960. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  cases  of  either  poliomyelitis  or 
diphtheria  occurred  during  the  iT'ear.

Since  immunisation  was  first  introduced  there  has  been  a persistent 
and  dramatic  fall  in  the  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and  also  in  the 
number  of  deaths  from  diphtheria.  This  fall  continued  until  a year  or 
tv^o  ago  but  since  that  time  several  locally  severe  outbreaks  of  diphtheria 
have  occurred,  I cannot  urge  parents  too  strongly  to  ensure  that  their 
children  are  protected  against  this  disease  since  almost  all  the  cases 
and  deaths  occur  amongst  non- immunised  children.  It  has  become  all  too 
common  to  regar"'’  diphtheria  as  a dying  disease  and  to  think  that  because 
it  is  no  longer  prevalent,  there  is  no  need  to  have  children  immunised. 
This  is  a very  dangerous  practice  and  every  child  should  be  immunised 
duri:ag  infancy  and  again  at  the  start  of  school  life.

During  and  since  the  recent  outbreaks  of  smallpox  a lot  of  confusion  j 
has  been  caused  to  the  general  population  by  the  arguments  for  and  against | 
smallpox  vaccination.  The  Ministry  of  Health  have  now  issued  a Memo- 
randum on  Vaccination  against  Smallpox,  The  salient  features  are  as 
follows s- 

A. • Routine  Primary  Vaccination  in  Early  Childhood  1 

(1)  Optimum  Age,  - Routine  primary  vaccination  is  not  now  recommended  | 

in  the  first  few  vreeks  of  life  but  should  be  done  before  tha  age  of  2 
years.  Probably  4-5  months  is  the  best  age  in  a thriving  infant,  i 

(2)  Contra-indications  - 

(a)  exposure  to  infectious  disease 

(b)  septic  skin  conditions  ' 

(c)  infantile  eczema  - this  is  an  absolute  contra-indication 
to  routine  primary  vaccination 

(d)  hypogammaglobulinaenia 

(e)  cortico- steroid  treatment 

B • Routine  Primary  V accination  at  Later  Ages 


(1)  Although  at  any  age  the  risk  of  serious  complications  following 
vaccination  is  much  smaller  than  the  risk  of  death  run  by  those 
exposed  to  smallpox  while  unvaccinated,  primary  vaccination  is 
not  advised  as  a routine  after  early  childhood.  But,  if  not 
perfonaed  in  early  childhood,  primary  vaccination  at  a later 
age  may  eventually  become  necessary  e.g.  v/hen  serving  with  the 
armed  forces,  as  a condition  of  employment  and  before  under- 
taking foreign  travel. 

(2)  Contra-indications.  Consideration  must  be  given  to- 

(a)  septic  skin  conditions 

(b)  a history  of  or  the  presence  of  eczema 

(c)  hypogammaglobulinaemia 

(d)  cortico-steroCd  treatment.  It  is  not  considered  wise  to 
vaccinate  routinely  patients  who  arc  receiving  systemic 
cortico-steroid  treatment. 

(e)  early  pregnancy.  On  general  principles  it  is  desirable  to 
avoid  the  use  of  a live  va-ccine  during  the  first  trimester 
of  pregnancy. 


C.  Vaccination  in  the  presence  of  Smallpox 

The  object  is,  by  primary  vaccination  or  rovaccination  as  soon 
after  exposure  or,  at  most,  within  three  days,  to  enable  the  individual 
to  gain  immunity  to  smallpox  i^/ithin  the  normal  incubation  period  of 
that  disease.  In  the  presence  of  suspected  smallpox  there  are  no 
absolute  contra-indications  to  the  immediate  vaccination  or  revaccination 
of  all  close  contacts. 
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SECTION  V 


Tuberculosis 

In  1961  ti^enty-two  cases  of  pul.non3ry  tuberculosis  and  no  cases 
of  non-pulrionaiu^  tuberci.ilosls  ■'■■^ere  notified^  uhilst  during  the  year 
no  deaths  due  to  pulnionar57-  or  non-pulnonary  tuberculosis  occurred. 

Of  the  cases  notified,  fifteen  pul^monar^T-  cases  ■'rere  transfers  into  the 
area  u'-'ich  ha'd  previously  been  notified  elsewhere.  In  addition,  one 
pulinonar57-  case  re-entered  the  district,  having  left  the  area  in  a 
previous  year.  L total  of  six  pulmonary  cases  never  previously 
notified  remains  after  deducting  the  transfers  in.  One  new  case  and 
two  transfers  in  left  the  district  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Details  are  given  in  the  following  table,  'transfers  in'  being  indi- 
cated by  a "T.l.'%  'transfers  out'  by  '*1.0.”  and  !re-entry'  by  "N.E."
